In all the schools Christian instrue- 
tion 18 given. 

Every day the Missionaries are engaged 
in preaching to larger or smaller collec- 
tions of people, as they find opportunity— 
at the temples, * in the top of high places, 
by the way inthe places of the paths, at 
the gates, at the entry of the city, at the 
coming inat the doors.” Their labors are 
continually multiplying, and their sphere 
of action and of influence continually ex- 
pending. Already it embraces not only 
the islands of Bombay and Salsette, but 
large and populous provinces on the Con- 
tinent; and comprises a numerous popu- 
lation, throughout which, by means of 
preaching, instructjon in schdols, and the 
distribution of portions of the Scriptures, 
and other book and tracts, they are dif- 
fusing the lights of héavenly truth. But 
they are in great need of achapel or house 
for public worship at Bombay.—[{Commu- 
nicated by the Rev. Dr. Worcesterg—Ree.

The Rannee, in addition to her former be- 
nefactions of 21,000 rupees, has lately an- 
nexed to the college a tract of land, at least 
seven miles in circumference. It will be 
a means of still further improving the con- 
dition of the Syrians ; who are now favour- 
ably regarded by the Government, and 
employed in various offices. 

The confidence and esteem of both Cler- 
ey and People have been, to a considerable 
degree, secured by the Missionaries: all, 
of course, cannot Se pleased with the pros- 
pect of inquiry and reform ; but the better 
state of feeling is by far the most prevalent. 

A general Assembly of the Catanars and 
Elders of the Churches, South of Cotym, 
was held on Thursday, Dec. 3, 1818, in the 
Charch of Mauvillicarre. ‘The Metropoli- 
tan took his seat in front of the Assembly, 
with Mr. Bailey en one side, and Mr. Fenn 
onthe other. Upwards of 40 Catanars and, 
700 other Syrians were present. Mr. Bak 
ley read the Litany in Malayalim. Two 
of the Catanars then read the First Epistle 
to Timothy; @nd the whole closed with an 
Address, delivered by Mr. Fenn,-through 
an Interpreter, suggesting the most impor- 
taat measures for the restoration of this an- 
cient Church to its primitive purity. 

The Syriav Churches extend, from North 
to South, more than 150 miles; and from 
East to West, at least 30. 

One or more of the Syrian New Testa- 
ments, printed by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, have been distributed to each 
of these Churches. 

The translation of the Scriptures into 
Malayalim, the vernacular Janguage of Ma- 
labar, has been completed at the Col- 
lege, for the Caleutta Bible Society, by 
Catanars of the Syrian Church, under the 
superintendence of Mr. Bailey. It appears, 
however, from the Eighth Report of that 
Society which has just reached this coun- 
try, that the Malayalim spoken by the Sy- 

-rians differs much, both in words and idioms, 
from that which is considered in the north- 
ern part of Malabar as the pure dialect of 

the language; and that though the Version 
as now executed may be acceptable in Tra- 
vancore, it would not be understood in Ma- 
labar properly so called, that is, from Co- 
chin northward to Canara. result 
will probably be, that two distinct:

I do not ap-} 
prehend that any denomination is insensible to | 
it; but | fear that the immense importance of 
this aid, and its imperious claims on our incessant 
attention, have not had their due weight on our 
hearts; have not been sufficiently realized, so 
as to have excited that spirit of supplication in 
all our churches, which the case requires. 

The necessity and suitableness of the divine 
influence to meet the case of the Heathen, so ig- 
horant and so superstitious, is universaliy allowed. 
As noue but God could redeem, so none but Je- 
hovah can quicken and renovate a mind dead in 
trespasses and sins. Do the Heathen live ina 
state of awful levity and indifference, as it re- 
spects their spiritual interests? We know that 
the Divine Spirit produces in the awakened mind 
a deep thoughtfulness and anxiety on this subject. 
Are they involved in the most deplorable blind- 
hess and error? He, as the Spirit of truth, brings 
the soul which is under his teachings into marvel- 
lous light. Are they prejudiced against theirEuro- 

ean teachers? I[t is the nature of his influences 
to open the heart of the hearer, ard to convince 
him, that these men are the servants of the Most 
High God, showing the way of salvation. Are 
they dead, ahd in a state totally beyond the 
reach of human agency; “dry bones?” We 
know that he quickeneth the dead, and makes 
them new creatures in Christ Jesus. Have they 
been lony the slaves of sin, and of the powers of 
darkness? By hie agency they become the living 
epistles of Christ, known and read of all mén. 
That all these effects have been produced on the 
Heathen, let the hearers of Brainerd, of the Mo- 
tavians, and of the different denominations now 
laboring in the Heathen world, the North Amer- 
ican Indians, the Greenlanders, the Eequimaux, 
the Africans, and the Hindoos bear witness. 

But who, that knows the exceedingly great 
and precious promises of the divine word, respect- 
ing the outpouriug of the Divine Spirit—who 
that knows the state of the heathen congregations 
in all parts of the world—who that feels for those 
who are laboring in those inhospitable regions— 
who that ever entered into their difficulties and 
discouragements—but must anxiously wish fora 
far greater spirit of prayer in our churches in ref- 
erence to this indispensably necessary and crown- 
ing blessing ?
